Remarks 


This Amendment is in response to the Restriction Requirment dated April 16, 


2004. In response Applicant provisionally elects Group II, drawn to a catheter assembly and 
corresponding to claims 23-28. Applicant has also provisionally elects species 2, corresponding 
to FIG. 2. 

Applicant traverses the restriction requirement on the grounds that the 
identification of the Species is in error. Applicant notes that FIGs. 2 and 3 are directed to the 
same catheter assembly. FIG. 3 is utilized to more clearly illustrate that the inner surface of the 
loading tool may include a polymer material (see page 6, lines 9-17). One of ordinary skill in the 
art will readily understand that the use of such polymer material may be incorporated into any of 
the embodiments shown in FIGs. 1-6. 

In light of the above applicants assert that claims 23, 25-27 and new claims 29-43 
read on the provisionally elected species.
